Allied troops last night were seven miles from Marseilles,

The German forces in both ports 
face catastrophe, says David Brown, 
Reuter’s special correspondent. 

There has been little action on the 
right flank of the beach-head. Gene- 
ral Patch is.keeping his forces mov- 
ing steadily into the interior of 
France, rather than spreading out 
towards the eastern frontier. 

Fast-moving American columns 
are heading north-west in parallel 
thrusts across Provence, along the 
two main roads leading to Avignon, 
the gateway to the Rhone Valley 
and the heart of France. 


NAVAL AID 


Reuter’s correspondent says that 
Toulon’s coastal guns had been 
paralysed by the incessant hammer:

While one French column 
looped northward round the port, 
nearly completing the encircle- 
ment, French armour and in- 
fantry crashed through the nor- 
thern and western sections of 

Toulon towards the city centre. 

As these fast-moving columns 
swept through Les Quatres Chemins, 
Les Routes and Valbourdin, naval 
forces aided the land attackers one 
mile east of the city, near Hyeres, in 
the capture of the Hotel de Golf, 
which the Germans had converted 
into a strongpoint, covering the 
coastal approach. . 

To the north the towns of 
Meounes les -Montrieux, Sollies 
Toucas and Le Revest have been 
occupied, together with the 
adjacent height of Monte Caume. 

Te the east of Toulon, the 
French also captured the dominant 
Montredon, which the Germans 
defended stubbornly as a last line 
of resistance, protecting the base 
itself. 

Meanwhile steady French ad- 
vances north-west of Toulon, with 
the capture of Cuges les Pins and 
Le Beausset, threaten to cut the last 
remaining Toulon-Marseilles link 
road at Aubagne. Forward elements 
of this force, driving south-west of 
Marseilles, were on Sunday night 
approaching Aubagne, only nine 
miles due east of Marseilles.

head, clearing Valensole, 50 miles 
due north of Toulon, and sending 
patrols into the valley of the Asse 
River branching off towards the 
east. 

Valensole, in the heart of the 
southern Alps, is on one of the

The weight of the Allied armies

German resistance has been 
sporadic.

FLYING bombs caused the deaths 
of several people yesterday in 
Southern England. One demolished 
several houses, killing some people 
and injuring others. Another de- 
molished houses adiouning a park, 
atid three people were Killed.“ ~~ 

According to the Press Associa- 
tion, rocket projectors are among 
the anti-aircraft weapons used to 

revent numbers of flying bombs 
aunched by the Germans from 
reaching their objectives. 

Early yesterday morning flying 
bombs were sent over the Southern 
Counties of England, including the 
London area, and damage and 
casualties were caused, 

Nish aerodrome, in Central 
Serbia, and the Hadju Boszormeny 
aerodrome, 120 miles north-east of 
Budapest, were attacked with frag- 
mentation bombs by heavy bombers 
fro Italy yesterday, Reuter's

Harvest Will Be 
Up To Average 


The countryside is now alive with 
workers gathering in this year’s har- 
vest, which, so far as can be ascer 
tained at present, will be up to the 
average. It is likely to be a good 
harvest, in fact, even though adverse 
weather conditions affected certain 
crops at the wrong time, writes an 
Irish Times reporter. 

The fields are yellow and ready. 
A.number of farmers said that the 
wheat crop should be fairly good. 
According to the Department of 
Agriculture, the necessary labour is 
available. A farmer who goes in 
extensively for wheat, and whose 
lands are. in the Dun Laoghaire 
direction, said that two years ago 
his wheat crop was a record; this 


then. 

Another big wheat farmer said 
that, although he had.a good crop 
of spring wheat, he thought -his 
winter wheat would be a little dis- 
appointing. s 

A North County .Dublin farmer, 
whose opinion was that the har- 
vest would be under the avera 
was enthusiastic about the crop o 
apples. Apples, it seems, are plen- 
tiful in most parts of the country. 
Even now shops and barrows and 
stalls in the Dublin. streets are well 
stocked. The fruit crop on the 
whole, however, appears to be only 
fair. One grower said that the 
stoned. fruit was.not prolific. Plums 
and cherries were. on the light side.

German Resistance Stuff 


Reuter and A.P. reports from 
Field Headquarters of the U.S. 3rd 
Army state that American forces 
yesterday crossed the Seine north- 
west and south-east of Paris. . 

Between Paris and Rouen, it was 
added, the U.S. forces ran into stiff 
resistance. The crossing south-east 
of Paris was reported to have been 
made in the Fontainebleau area.

Marshal Rokossovsky’s forces 
north-east of Warsaw are beginning 
a north-westerly drive which may 
have far-reaching results.

The Russian strength here was 
revealed in the swift elimination 
of the three encircled German 
divisions north of Sandomierz.

Refuse Bin 


A member of the Dublin Cor- 
poration expressed the hope to an 
lrish Times reporter yesterday that 
in the interests of the health of the 
city more regular collections of 
refuse bins would be undertaken. 

We are now in the height of the 
fly season, and there could be no 

ter source of danger in spread- 
ing infection than through garbage 
bins being left uncollected for days. 
Such refuse forms the breeding 
grounds for the pest, containing, as 
it does, decayed animal and veget- 
able matter. 

“If people would only realise the 
danger implied by flies contaminat- 
ing food, they would be very care- 
ful to prevent them breeding in or 
about the household,” a _ well- 
known health authority stated yes- 
terday. It was far more important, 
he said, that efforts should be made 
to control the growth of the fly 
population rather than to attempt 
to destroy the flies in their 
devel form. It should be im- 
p on the children that flies 
ought to be destroyed, because they 
are a potential menace to the health 
of all. 

Above all, housewives should ex- 
clude flies from contact with food, 
and this should not be difficult for 
the individual. So far as restaurants 
are concerned, that was a matter 
for the managers.

This information 
was broadcast yesterday by the 
German Overseas News Agency, 
which cited as its authority a 
spokesman of the Wilhelmstrasse. 
“ Paris,” he said, “ will be spared 
military operations just as we 
spared it in 1940.” This statement 
seems to imply that the Germans 
propose to evacuate Paris as they 
evacuated Rome, thus safeguard- 
ing. the city against that Allied 
attack which would be inevitable 
if the German High Command 
should decide either to defend it, 
or to leave behind rearguard 
forces to fight delaying actions. 
In the meantime, however, 
various things have been happen- 
ing. Yesterday the Paris Radio 
announced that certain “ irre- 
sponsible elements” in the city 
had risen in revolt against the 
German authorities. The extent 
of this revolt is, of course, 
unknown; but the “military 
authorities take a serious 
view of it. Martial law has 
not been declared, but a 
strict curfew from 9 p.m. until 
7 am, has been imposed. All 
theatres, cinemas and cafés 
have been closed, and the 
German authorities have issued a 
proclamation declaring that the 
revolt would be ~~ vigorously 
suppressed.” While Paris is being 
subjected to these drastic regula- 
tions the Allied forces are con- 
tinuing their advances, British 
and American reports are exceed- 
ingly reticent. Evidently, every 
available means is being employed 
to withhold as much information 
as possible from the Germans; but 
events are more eloquent than 
any reports. Yesterday, Herr 
Schmalfuss, the German News 
Agency’s War Correspondent in 
the west, said that only reconnais- 
sance units of the Allied armies 
had reached the Parisian suburbs.

Departmental Names 

Much interest and speculation 
have been caused in the Civil 
Service by a circular issued by the 
Department of Finance, instructing 
all departments to revert to the 
“ simplified” trish form of their 
names, which. had been in use prior 
to the enactment of the Constitu- 
tion in 1937. It seems that the 
Gaelic version of the Constitution 
was framed by a committee which 
included old-time Gaelic’ Leaguers, 
who favoured the ponderous, 
archaic spelling of other days, and 
the titles of State departments are 
categorically set out according to 
the old notation. 

The Constitution’s title for. the 
Department of Local Government 
and Public Health. for instance, 
contains 38 letters, while the 
simpler method. now to be revived. 
contains only 29. Typists, who have 
spent much time and labour since 
1937 on the superfiuous letters, will, 
naturally, welcome the change. 
Since. however, the Constitution 
cannot be changed in any regard, 
Save after a referendum. there 
appears to be no authority for the 
direction given by the Department 
of ‘Finance: and _ constitutional 
lawyers may well question the pro- 
priety of this ukase, which enjoins 
a body of citizens to thumb-nose 
the letter, if not the spirit, of the 
supreme repository of their rights.
